HOW TO USE

There’s nothing complicated about Dyna-Gro. It is a basic 
natural organic product that builds, stabilizes and enriches 
soil while it feeds plants and promotes growth. Over-use 
cannot harm the tenderest plant, although it may stimulate 
sudden, lush and spectacular growth. However, like all good 
things, enough is enough; and the proper use of Dyna-Gro 
means both economy and constant improvement in both soil 
and plants. 


Use Dyna-Gro for Better Gardens 


Dyna-Gro solves over 90% of all problems in growing 
Azaleas, Hibiscus, Gardenias, I[xora, Jasminum, Camellias; 
Vines, Trees, Shrubs; Palms and Citrus. 


Assuming your soil conditions are about average, use a 
one-third to one-half mixture of Dyna-Gro and top soil. Here 
are the proper steps for planting: 

1. Dig a hole somewhat larger than that needed to accommo- 
date the plant’s roots without crowding, usually half as deep 
as it is wide. 

. Carefully dig out the top soil, piling it on one side of the hole.
